A BILL TO BE ENTITLED 1 

AN ACT REMOVING CERTAIN DESCRIBED PROPERTY FROM THE CORPORATE 2 

LIMITS OF THE TOWN OF GRIFTON. 3 

The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 4 

SECTION 1.  The following described property is removed from the corporate 5 

limits of the Town of Grifton: 6 

Lying and being in Grifton Township, Pitt County, North Carolina and BEING all 7 

of Lot 3, containing 1.7743 acres as said lot is depicted and shown upon that map entitled, 8 

"Mills Commercial Center," drawn by Billy Lee Merrill, R.L.S., dated January 27, 1989, 9 

recorded in Map Book 37, Page 104, Pitt County Registry, reference to which is hereby made 10 

for a more complete and accurate description of the aforesaid lot. 11 

SECTION 2.  This act has no effect upon the validity of any liens of the Town of 12 

Grifton for ad valorem taxes or special assessments outstanding before the effective date of this 13 

act. Such liens may be collected or foreclosed upon after the effective date of this act as though 14 

the property were still within the corporate limits of the Town of Grifton. 15 

SECTION 3.  This act is effective when it becomes law. 16
